Axis Partners 
Complete Two 
Day Conference

Adolf Hitler and Benito Mussolini 


whose meetings in the pasl have 
frequently signaled the approach of 
momcntus events met In a two-day 
conference 
ending 
Thursday 
al 


Salzburg, Auslria, il was officially 
rcporlcd Friday. 


A German communique said Ihe 


Axis dictators met in a "spirit of 
close friendship and the indissoluble 
brotherhood in arms of their na- 
tions." 


Informed British quarters declar- 


ed the purpose of Ihc conference ob- 
viously was to keep Mussolini in 
line. 


Hitler must keep both ends of the 


Axis moving in the same direction, 
the quarters said, and to do this he 
must give Mussolini a pop talk. 


It was the first meeting of the 


Fuehrer and 
II Ducc since the 


countries went to war against the 
United States last December. The 
official account said: 


"The meeting resulted in a per- 


fect accord of views on the situa- 
tion created by the overwhelming 
victories of the Tripartite powers 
and on the further conduct of the 
war by the two nations both in po- 
litical and military spheres," 


There was no mention of Japan, 


the third members of the Rome, 
Berlin and Tokyo bloc having been 
represented at the meeting. 


A curious sidelight of the new 


Axis conference was that it was not 
long held at the halfway point a 
Brenner pass where 
Hitler and 


Mussolini have met often in the 
past. 


Salzburg, in former Austria, is

Belgium Acid 
Plant Ruined 


LONDON—(/P)—A chemical fac- 


tory at Tesscnderloo in the new in- 
duslrial district of northern Bel- 
gium—a particular zone of activity 
for the anti-German "White Bri- 
gade" of Ihe conquered Belgiums— 
has been destroyed in an explosion 
^which according to German radio 
reports killed 250 persons and in- 
jured 1,000. 


Berlin belatedly relayed an an- 


nouncement Friday of the Nazi 
dominalcd 
Belgium 
government 


thai not only the plant but a tech- 
nical school and a number of near- 
by houses were destroyed or dam- 
aged by the blast two days ago. 


No cause was given. 
The announcement emphasized 


that the factory produced artificial 
fertilizer of various kinds and wash- 
ing preparation for the Belgium 
market only. The Free Belgium 
news agency said contrary to the 
Berlin report 
lhat the 
factory 


turned out sulphuric acid and ni- 
tric acid for explosives and gas. 


It was reported to be equipped 


with modern machinery at which 
about 1,000 persons worked when 
Belgium was free. Much sabotage 
has been reported in this region, 
mostly credited to the secret armed 
organization the "White Brigade," 
seven of whose 
members 
were 


sentenced to death a week ago.

that would leave corporations only 
$1 out of every $10 of excess pro- 
fits gained strong support in the 
House Ways and Means commit- 
tee Friday as chairman Doughton 
,(D. N. C.) announced that votes 
would be taken at once- on new 
corporation tax program designed 
to raise 3 billion dollars.

the committee its own treasury 
statisticians Thursday along with 
suggestions for revising the tax 
base to strike at the largest com 
panics and for doubling the pre< 
sent exemption given to all.

Japs Greasiest 
Fear Is Fire 


By SIEGFRIED F. LINDSTORM

Fire! 
That is what Japan fears from 


air raids. Its cities and towns are 
built of inconceivably flimsy and 
inflammable materials—excepting 
the most modern structures in the 
key cities. Under a rain of bombs, 
they would burn up as fiercely as 
a Christmas lr^.2 afire. 


From their experience with earth 


quakes (some 000 arc recorded each 
year), the Japanese know what fire 
can do to them. As a direct re- 
sult of the Great Earthquake of 
September 1, 1023, about one-fifth 
of Japan's national wealth was de- 
stroyed and upwards of 250,000 per- 
sons (the unofficial estimate, den- 
ied by the government) lost their 
lives in the flaming inferno. 


An impressive parallel can be 


drawn between the terrific effecj 
of earthquakes and the man-made 
terror that is loosed from the sky. 
Fire invariably follows in the wake 
of both. 


Air Raid Precautions 
Are "Pathetic" 
And, 
considering this threat of 


raid-started 
fires, Nippon's 
air- 


raid precautions arc pathetically 
purposeless and inadequate. In the 
first place, the government has not 
had the funds to expend for air- 
raid shelter construction. 


Another fact: Tokyo, with its 


7,001,030 inhabitants, Yokohama, 
Kobe, Nagoya, and the enormous 
industrial city of Osaka,'arc all of 
them partly built on ground pre- 
viously reclaimed from the sea. So 
even shallow digging in many im- 
portant localities soon meets with 
rising water. The Imperial Hotel, 
in Tokyo, for example, is situat- 
ed on ground that is as soggy as a 
wet sponge. 


The building of air-raid shelter— 


because it is laid just underneath 
the surface. 


Most of the details of a typical 


Tokyo air-raid drill, by night, con- 
sist of A. R. P. wardens running 
around and ordering the excited 
populace to turn off their lights. 
In modern aerial warfare, night 
raiders drop a great many flares 
before they commence unloading 
their "eggs." However, the Japan- 
ese seem to have failed utterly 
to tak this into consideration. 


Somehow, one cannot help gain- 


ing the impression that the ma- 
jority of Japanese feel that the 
darkness of "a black-out city car- 
ries full protection against sudden 
dealh that may rain from the skies. 
And yet neither by day nor by night 
do they have any kind of ade- 
quate shelter—such as the rock cav- 
es at Chungking—where they might 
hide. 


Japan's air-rai ddrills also in- 


clude the spectacle of men in rub- 
ber suits running hither and thith- 
er, sprinkling white powder where 
imaginary bombs are supposed to 
have landed. Factually, in case of 
real raids it would be just "every 
man for himself." 


Throughout Japan, oil 
storage 


tanks stick out like sore thumbs. 
Practically all of them are situat- 
ed in surprisingly vulnerable plac- 
es. Almost invariably they 
are 


smack up against cities, most of 
which are built of wood and plas- 
ter and paper. On their roofs they 
have heavy tiles lhat in serious 
earthquakes cause more casualties' 
than, perhaps, any other agents. 
When roofs buckle, these tiles come 
down in an avalanche. 


Japan's arsenals also, most of 


them, from Maizuru to Otaru, are 
placed dangerously near to resi- 
dential and business areas. Only 
Tokyo and Osako have a few wide 
traffic arteries, which, neverthe- 
less, in event of a holocaust, should 
be found ineffective in affording a 
speedy evacuation of. a populace 
that readily flies into a panic, any- 
way. This I have seen with my own 
eyes. 


Lack of Roads For 
Evacuees 
Therefore, in a great conflagra- 


tion, following a terrific bombing, 
the congestion in the streets would 
known no bounds. Both Tokyo and 
Yokohama witnessed this sort of 
unbridled confusion following the 
Great Earthquake. 


Rioting broke out. People corn- 


fenced 
killing each other. 
Wild 


looting went on unrestrainedly un- 
til the bluejackets were landed at 
Yokohama (when it was altogether 
too late) and troops of the Im- 
perial Bodyguards Division insti- 
tuted martial law in Tokyo. 


Kobe, my birthplace, Japan's 


foremost port city, rises up from 
the harbor, and crowds upward to 
the very tree-line of the moun- 
tains. 


Here, in event of an air bomb- 


ing, 
the 
populace 
immediately 


would be found facing a dilemma 
most frightful. 
For a holocaust 


in this over-crowded mart, laced 
with 
tho 
narrowest of streets, 


would set the pine-clad mountains 
aflame, spreading a furious forest- 
fire. 


Such a fire could sweep inland 


for miles—far into the interior, 
feeding on forests all the way, and 
licking up 
farm 
villages as it 


progressed. Kobe's drinking water 
reservoirs are situaled in the moun- 
'ains, directly back of the city. 
Moreover, these reservoirs, con- 
stituting Kobe's entire water sup- 
ply, are ringed wilh the most in- 
flammable underbrush imaginable, 
and more tall pines. 


And next to Nagasaki, Kobe is 


the seat of Japan's most important 
shipbuilding industry. 
A 
wide 


area of the perimeter of the har- 
bor is reserved for dockyards: and 
beyond this, and a bit of the coast- 
line, is another vast area holding 
oil-storage tanks.

Accordingly, the people of Kobe, 


in an air attack, could find no 
safety in flight to the bills. To

The two arc wed 
by corporate bond, but their relat- 
ionship is like that of a movie star 
married to a non-celebrily and de-

Further, water traffic on 
even the widest river, the Sumida, 
was paralyzed because everything 
afloat seemed eventually to catch 
fire. 


In one open space—and I saw 


the dreadful sight myself—some 
34,000 persons were trapped and 
burned to dealh where they had 
sought safely, with all lhat they 
had managed to salvage from their 
wrecked homes.

Registration of 
Women Halts 


WASHINGTON —Iff)— 
President 


Roosevelt announced Friday that 
plans for voluntary registration of 
women for war, activities have been 
dropped. 


He disclosed this had been done 


after Paul V. McNutt, in charge of 
mobolizing man and woman power 
for the war'"effort had consulted 
women and members of the Social 
Security board, and the Federal Ad- 
visory Council and had been told 
that over the country there were 
more women who want jobs than 
openings for thorn. 


He indicated to nig press con- 


ference that the decision not to 
go ahead with voluntary registra- 
tion of women was not necessary 
permanent and that such listing 
rnight be necessary at some future 
time. 


Almost 1,500,000 women, Roose- 


velt said, are registered with lo- 
cal employment services offices. 
Any woman can register, he said. 


Replying to a question the Presi- 


dent declared that not all of the 
1,500,000 who have registered want- 
ed war jobs in industries but ap- 
parently there were sufficient ap- 
plications for war tasks to take 
care of the situation at the present 
lime. 


The advisory council, he said, 


recommended that state laws gov- 
erning working conditions of wo- 
men should be preserved and even 
extended in some states with inade- 
quate statutes.

Build Island 


NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y.—The 


United Stales and Canada are start- 
ing a venture designed to provide 
additional electric power lo meet 
war demands and, at the same 
time, conserve Ihe beauly of Ihe 
Falls. 
- 


The double-barreled -project in- 


volves construction of a weir, or 
submerged dam, in the Canadian 
channel of the Niagara river above 
Horseshoe Falls and will provide 
another attraction for tourists lured 
by the famed cataract. It Is sched- 
uled to be completed this year. 


Water Level Comes Pp 
Engineers representing the U. S. 


Army and the Ontario hydro-elec- 
Iric commission assert • Ihe weir 
will raise the water level at var- 
ious points where water is divert- 
ed for hydro-electric power pro- 
duction, and will force more water 
into the American channel, thus 
adding to the splendor of the Amer- 
ican falls. 


"By spreading the water more 


3venly," one engineer- explains, 
"We believe erosion of the Horse- 
shoe Falls should be-retarded and 
scenic beauty retained even if there 
is greater diversion for power." 


The weir, about 2,000 feet long, 


will be constructed between Can- 
ada and an island to be created 
2,20 feet upstream from Goat Isl- 
and. A channel on either side will 
permit sufficient water 
to 
flow 


over Horseshoe Falls. The top of 
the weir will be five feet under 
waler when the water is at its low- 
!St. 


Cable Cars Necessary 
Preliminary to the dam's con- 


ilruction, a 16-foot wide, rockfilled 
causeway, to transport materials, 
will be built from Goat Island to a 
point where the upper rapids starts. 
There, will be created the new 
island, measuring 300 feet long and 
100 feet wide. 


Opon this island and Canadian 


shore will be constructed 150-foot 
steel towers along a line parallel 
to the proposed weir. The towers 
will support cables to be used as a 
track-for buckets carrying rock for 
the dam from the Canadian shore. 


After the weir is co'mpleted a 


study of the river's waterflow will 
be made and the cableway will be 
employed to make periodic adjust- 
ments. When the water-flow meets 
with approval of engineers, the tow- 
ers and stone causeway will be re- 
moved, leaving the new island a 
permanent fixture.

Suggests Ways 
to Avoid Waste 


"It the Victory 
Garden cam- 


paign is to be a success, none of the 
foods produced can be allowed to 
go to waste," says Miss Louise 
Lewis, assistant County home dem- 
onstration 
agent. 
That 
means 


thinking now about the various 
methods of preserving these pro- 
ducts—storing, 
drying, 
brining, 


freezing, and canning. The follow- 
ing suggestions for meeting a year- 
round food plan based on the Vic- 
lory Garden are offered Hemp- 
stead county farm families by the 
assistant county home demonstra- 
tion agent. 


Use as many fresh fruits and veg- 


etables as possible during the grow- 
ing season. Store everything that 
will keep In the cellar, or above 
ground in mounds, or in under- 
ground pits or trenches. Plan to 
dry corn, shelled beans and peas, 
cherries, apples, pears and peaches. 
Brine purple-lop fall turnips and 
cabbage for kraut, snap beans, and 
green tomatoes and cucumbers for 
pickles. If a froc/.cr-lockor is used, 
keep it filled to capacity. Trim and 
prepare products properly for froz- 
en storage. 


Finally consider home canning 


and look over all canning equip- 
ment. An egg-candling lamp or 
frosted electric lamp bulb used in a 
dark room will show up defects in 
glnss jars. Discard them. At to 
getting new supplies, Miss Mary E. 
Longhead of the University of Ar- 
kansas College of Agriculture, says 
there will be enough rubber jar 
rings to go around for reasonable 
amounts of homo cunning, also tin 
cans for those with experience in 
using them. 


Chances of gelling a new pres- 


sure canncr arc slim, so families 
who have one already should see 
thai it is in good working order, 
and plan lo share it with neigh- 
bors.
